Tbe  crows, 
seeing  him  leave,  grow  a  little  bolder 
and  approach  tbe  bait  in  ooee  and  twos, 
but  stop  only  long  enough  to  get  a  beak¬ 
ful  of  tbe  flesh  and  fly  off  again.  Tbe 
carcass  where  there  is  no  net  set  ia  of 
course  the  best  patronised,  but  the  trap¬ 
per  on  the  outside  makes  it  his  business 
to  walk  near  enough  to  that  to  keep  tbe 
crows  from  settling  on  it  in  numbers 
and  thus  satisfying  their  hunger  with¬ 
out  going  to  the  one  where  tbe  net  ia 
After  awhile  their  hunger  gets  tbe  bet¬ 
ter  of  their  judgment  or  their  fear,  and 
they  gather  on  the  carcass  where  tbe 
net  ia  This  is  tbe  opportunity  of  tbs 
man  in  the  bough  bouse,  who.  with  a 
vigorous  pull  on  the  line,  springs  tbe 
net  over  them.  Quick  work  must  be 
done  then  by  the  trappers,  who  rush  up 
to  tbe  net,  to  keep  tbe  trapped  crows 
from  crawling  out  at  tbe  ends  and  tbe 
front,  where  it  is  not  staked  fast  to  tbe 
ground.  With  their  bands  covered  with 
■tout  buckskin  gloves,  to  keep  tbe  crows 
from  biting  and  scratching  them,  tbe 
oaptnred  birds  are  pot  in  bags  ready  to 
carried  off  tbe  field.  From  40  to  00 
are  frequently  caught  at  one  pull,  but  it 
Is  s  rare  thing  to  get  more  than  two 
springs  of  the  net  in  one  day.  — Phila¬ 
delphia  Record.

Horngliv,  resembles  tectorioro  in  appear¬ 
ance,  with  the  difference  that  it  is  thin¬ 
ner,  and  consequently  lighter  iu  weight, 
and  the  insoinble  gelatin  with  which 
tbo  wire  ganze  is  covered  io  whiter  and 
more  nearly  transparent  than  lectori um, 
although  it  may  be  colored  red,  green, 
bine  or  any  otber  tint  that  may  be  de¬ 
sired  for  speoiai  purposes.  It  is  manu¬ 
factured  iu  two  qualities,  one  being  of 
heavier  wire  and  with  larger  meshes 
than  tbe  otber.  Tbe  speoiai  advantage 
claimed  for  hornglas  is  tbat  it  does  not 
soften  under  sun  beat  and  is  therefore 
adapted  to  use  in  auy  climate  without 
tbe  danger  of  becoming  so  soft  and  ad¬ 
hesive  as  to  retain  dost  and  dirt.  Iu 
uses  and  general  characteristics  are  aim-  i 
ilar  to  those  of  tec  tori  tun. — St  Louis 
Globe- Democrat

A  STORY  OF  LONGFELLOW. 


Speaking  of  Longfellow,  in  her  volt 
time  of  literary  reminisoenoes,  lira 
Jane  J.  Fields  says: 

“His  kindness  sod  love  of  humor  car¬ 
ried  bim  through  many  a  tedious  inter¬ 
ruption.  He  generously  overlooked  tbe 
fact  of  tbe  subterfuges  to  which  men 
and  women  resorted  in  order  to  get  an 
interview,  and,  to  help  them  out,  made 
as  much  of  tbeir  excuses  as  possible. 
Speaking  one  day  of  tbe  persons  who 
came  to  see  him  at  Nahant,  be  said : 

|  'One  man,  a  perfect  stranger,  came  with 
'  an  omnibus  full  of  ladiea  He  descend¬ 
ed,  introduced  himself;  then,  returning 
to  tte  omnibus,  took  out  all  tbe  ladies, 
one,  two,  throe,  four  and  five,  with  a 
.  little  girl,  and  brought  them  In.  I  en¬ 
tertained  them  to  tbe  best  of  my  ability, 
and  they  staid  an  hour.  They  bad  aoaroe- 
lf  gone  when  a  forlorn  woman  ia  black 
came  up  to  me  on  tbe  piaasa  and  asked 
for  a  dipper  of  water.  “Certainly,”  I 
replied,  and  went  to  fetch  her  a  glass. 
When  I  brought  it,  she  said:  “There  is 
another  woman  just  by  tbe  fenoe  who  is 
tired  and  thirsty.  I  will  carry  this  to 
her.”  Bat  sbe  struok  ber  head  as  she 
passed  through  tbe  window  and  spilled 
tbe  water  on  the  piazza.  “Oh,  what 
have  I  done!”  sbe  said.  “If  I  bad  a 
flocrolotb,  I  would  w^pe  it  up.”  “Ob, 
no  matter  about  tbe  water,”  I  said,  “if 
you  have  not  hurt  yourself.  ”  Then  I 
want  aud  brought  more  water  for  them 
both  and  sent  them  on  tbeir  way  re¬ 
freshed  and  rejoioing.  ’ 

“It  would  be  both  an  endless  and  un¬ 
profitable  task  to  recall  more  of  the  cu¬ 
rious  experiences  wbicb  popularity 
brought  down'  upon  bim.  There  is  a 
passage  among  Mr.  Fields’  notes,  how¬ 
ever,  in  wbicb  he  describes  an  incident 
during  Longfellow’s  last  visit  to  Eng¬ 
land  which  should  not  be  overlooked. 
Upon  bis  arrival  tbe  queen  sent  a  grace¬ 
ful  message  and  invited  him  to  Windsor 
castle,  where  sbe  received  him  with  all 
tbe  honors,  but  te  told  me  no  foreign 
tribute  touobed  bim  deeper  than  tbe 
words  of  an  English  bod  carrier  who 
came  up  to  tbe  carriage  door  at  Harrow 
and  asked  permission  to  take  tbe  hand 
of  tbe  man  who  bad  written  tte  ‘  Voices 
of  tbs  Night'  ”

Wbat  brings  about  the  end  of  books? 
Is  it  fire,  water,  worms?  As  every  ship 
launched  is  bound  to  be  wrecked,  every 
theater  to  be  burned,  the  finis  of  the 
book  is  ita  redaction  to  ashes.  What  be- 
oarue  of  the  Alexandrian  library?  Did 
tte  Saracens  burn  it  in  640?  There  is 
this  question  asked :  Was  tbere-any  li¬ 
brary  at  A  lexandria  containing  700, 000 
books?  Gibbon  inclines  to  the  opinion 
that  there  was  no  so  oh  library.  Canon 
Tgylor  insists  that  if  there  had  been  a 
library  it  was  burned  in  tte  time  of  Ju¬ 
lies  Csesar.  Tradition  seems  to  indicate, 
however,  that  there  was  a  library  in 
tte  Serapeam,  by  no  means  a  large  col¬ 
lection,  but  whether  destroyed  by  Tte- 
ophilua  or  Theodosius  Is  not  known.  It 
looks  as  if  the  charge  brought  against 
tte  Arabs  rested  on  no  foundation.  Re¬ 
cent  explorations  of  Alexandria,  1896-6, 
show  no  traces  of  tbe  Serapeam.  Tbs 
seaport  of  Egypt  was  built  on  a  damp 
foundation,  and,  granting  tbat  there 
waa  a  library,  it  not  destroyed  by  fire, 
then  tte  papyri  might  have  suffered 
from  decay  due  to  water.  Books  of  to¬ 
day  taken  to  India,  to  the  southern 
states  and  to  tbe  West  Indies  perish 
through  mildew. — New  York  Timea
